BECAUSE WOMAN 
CAN'T BE SILENCED 


Hogan, Failing in Peace Effort, 
Says Man Has Learned No 
Law to Suppress Her. 


Judge Hogan vainly tried to get two 
women involved in a neighborhood row 
to bury the natchet,’”’ in the Municipal 
Police Court this morning, and, with a 
gesture of despair made the following 
sage remark: 

Man has not learned a iaw which will 
suppress u woman’s tongue, since the 
day when Lot's wife was turned to 
salt. 

The Judge did not explain what Lot's 
wife had to do with it, in view of the 
records in that case, which indicate that 
she was not punished so much for not 
controlling her tongue as for not making 
her eyes behave. But the remark made 
a profound impression upon all who 
heard it. 

The case was that of Mrs. Rosle 
Drosda of 503% Alabama avenue, who 
was accused of disturbing the peace of 
hee next door neighbor, Mrs. Anna L. 
Condon. Mrs. Condon, an attractive 
woman whose compléxion and Titan 
hair made her the most noticeable fig- 
ure in the courtroom, was flanked by 
10 women of the same neighborhood, all 
of whom were there to testify in her 
behalf. 


She testified that on June 5 and on 
innumerable other occasions for the 
last five years Mrs. Drozda had offend- 
ed her by shouting epithets at her 
whenever she appeared on her front 
lawn. Among the epithets she enu- 
merated “freckle-face,” ‘‘redhead,”’ 
“she devil.“ 


She testified also that on certain 
notable occasions, particularly when 
her house was being painted, electric 
lights were being installed and a 
telephone being put in, Mrs. Drozda 
made derisive remarks. 

Mrs. Drozda denied all of these accu- 
sations. She counter-charged Mrs. Con- 
don with instructing her 4-year-old 
daughter to stick out her tongue at Mrs. 
Drozda. She declared also that sone 
of her women neighbors made sarcastic 
remarks about her own  i6-year-oli 
daughter, saying, Where did she get 
that style?“ and other things of the 
like.

Judge Hogan said he wasn't going to 
fine anybody or send anybody to the 
workhouse as yet, as that would be to 
establish a deadlier feud than ever.

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GRAND JURY NOT 
WILLING TO. MAKE 
TAX INVESTIGATION 


Members, When Questioned, 
Tell Circuit Attorney They 
Plan to Adjourn July 1.

TOLD OF EVASIONS 


Banks and Clients Exchange 
Taxable Securities About May 
1 to Escape Assessments. 


Circuit Attorney Harvey told 4a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today that he 
asked members of the grand jury 
yesterday whether they desired to 
undertake ai tax-dodging inquiry, 
and that they informed him that 
they had arranged to adjourn by 
July 1 and did not wish to make the 
investigation. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter laid before 
the Circuit Attorney the fact that it 1s 
a matter of common knowledge that 
many financial institutions, about the 
latter part of May each year, make an 
apparent transfer of United States or 
| other nontaxable bonds or securities to 

clients and accept in exchange the tax- 
able securities of the clients and that 
these clients then swear that they do not 
own the taxable securities on June 1. 
Soon after June 1, these nontaxable 
bonds and securities are returned to/the 
financial institutions, and the money, or 
other taxable securities, are returned to 
the client, the financial institution hav- 
ing made a small charge on its books 
for these transactions. 
Perjury Indictments Possible. 

Harvey said that if such transactions 
were made, there might be cases found 
on which indictments for perjury could 
be based in connection with the tax re- 
turn. It would all depend, he said, on 
whether there war an actual trans- 
fer of property, a legal passing of title 
of the nontaxable bonds from the finan- 
cial institution to the client, and a legal 
transfer of the money of the client to 
the financial institution. 

There could be no indictment of a 
tax payer for perjury, he said, if the 
transfer was real. In order to deter- 
mine whether it was a genuine trans- 
fer, Harvey said, it would he necessary 
to investigate the books of the financial 
institution involved, and their officers, 
and also the tax payer. To call the 
tax payer before the grand jury and in- 
terrogate him relative to the transfer, 
would be to render him immune from 
indictment, even if it should be found 
that the transfer was fictitious and 
made wholly for the purpose of evading 
taxation. 

The Board of Equalization, he said, 
had full inquisitorial powers, and 
could not only obtain the books and 
papers of banks, trust companies or 
other financial institutions to inves- 
tigate their transfers of United 
States or other nontaxable bonds to 
clients, but could also examine the 
taxpayer himself. Being clothed with 
these inquisitorial powers, the Board 
of Equalization would have full au- 
thority and facilities for tracing 
these transactions. 

Purpose of Inquiry. 

The primary purpose of a grand 
jury investigation, Harvey said, 
would be to indict for perjury, but 
the secondary purpose would be to 
cause people to make fuller returns 
of their personal property for taxa- 
tion. 

It was not the duty of the Circuit At- 
torney or the grand jury. to use their 
powers to compel taxpayers to make 
good their obligations te the State, he 
said. Frequently indiviluals came to 
him and demanded that certain other 
individuals be indicted so that the com- 
plaining individual might collect a debt 
from the other individual, or enforce 
a contract against him. The office of 
the Circuit Attorney cculd not be used 
for such purposes he saii, and it 
ought not to be used to enable the 
State to do something that the State 
hud full power and authority to do 
through its regular machinery. 

In view of the decision of the gr. nd 
jury to adjourn next week, Harvey 
added, the investigation of tax dodging 
could not be undertaken, e : 1id the 
Post-Dispatch interview W. B. Ittner, 
foreman of the grand jury, several 
weeks ago relative to investigating tax 
dodging, and that Ittner indicated then 
that he did not wish to go into the sub- 
ject. Harvey added that he had no pow- 
er over the grand ‘ury to compel it to 
take specific action, and that the grand 
jury was master of itself.

ther orders all mails for these countries 
be sent on vessels sailing direct und 
not touching at any port of belligerents. 
Direet lines are running to all of the 
countries named and the order will cause 
no serious delay to the mails. 

No action was taken in regard to mail 
en route to the United States, some of 
which also has been.opened, as the coun- 
tries of origin control mail routing un- 
der postal conventions. 

Further evidence of § interference 
with neutral mails passing through 
England was received at the State 
Department yesterday in the “form 
of an envelope, postmarked in 
a neutral European country, addressed 
to a person in the United States, and 
bearing across its torn flap the printed 
legend, opened by censor.”

BRITAIN'S LOSS BY. 


TORPEDO 10 TIMES 
THAT OF FER FOES 


Damage to Her Navy by That 
Weapon, Gun and Mine Twice 
That Suffered by Enemy. 


LIVERPOOL, June 24.—After 10 
months of war the losses suffered by 
the contending navies present some in- 
teresting points for speculation, the 
Journal of Commerce says. 

Summarizing the losses under types 
of vessels, Great Britain and her allies 
have been deprived of the services of 
eight battleships, 14 cruisers, four gun- 
boats, six destroyers, 10 submarines, six 
armed merchantmen and auxiliaries and 
14 other craft. 

The losses of Germany and her allies 
consist of one battleship, 23 cruisers, 15 
gunboats, 13 torpedo craft, six subma- 
rines and o armed merchantmen and 
auxiliaries. 

Separating the losses under the vari- 
ous causes, neglecting auxiliaries and 
armed merchantmen, the torpedo has 
destroyed 131,000 tons of allied vessels: 
the mine 50,000 tons, gunfire 27,000 tons, 
and 22,000 tons have been lost in vari- 
ous other ways. 

The German, Austrian and Turkish 
fleets have been deprived of 13,000 tons 
of war vessels by means of the tor- 
pedo, 23,000 tons by the mine, 81,000 tona 
by gunfire. and 23,000 tons from various 
other causes. 

These figures show that England and 
her allies have lost 230,000 tons of naval 
fighting material, costing approximately 
$100,000,000, while the Teuton and Turk- 
ish losses total 140,000 tons, worth about 

The figures show that from torpedo, 
gun and mine the British and their al- 
lies have lost nearly double the tonnage 
that their opponents have lost by the 
game causes. By torpedo the British 
losses are 10 times more than those of

NEW: YORK TRIBUNE RETRACTS 
ITS MEYER-GERHARD STORY 


Paper Declares That It’s Informant 
Has Changed His Statement About 
Germany’s Emissary. 

NEW YORK, June 24.—The Tribune 
today prints the following editorial re- 

traction: 

“The Tribune within the last few 
days published a story to the effect that 
Meyer-Gerhard, Ambassador von Bern- 
storff's emissary to Germany, and Dr 
Alfred Meyer of the German War Of- 
fice, were one and the same man. It 
asserted that the real business of this 
joint personage in this country was the 
purchase of war munitions, though this 
purpose was cloaked by the pretense of 
representing the Red Cross philanthro- 
py. And it said that Meyer or Meyer- 
Gerhard's activities were carried on 
with the knowledge and co-operation of 
Ambassador von Bernstorff. 

“It published the story in good faith, 
believing it to be true, and only after a 
long and conscientious investigation. 
One of the witnesses on whom it relied, 
a local agent of the Germans, has now 
wiven a totally different version of the 
affair from the one he gave the Trib. 
une, namely, that, instead of Dr. Alfred 
Meyer’s posing as Meyer-Gerhard, some- 
one unnamed posed as Dr. Alfred 
Mayer. 

„The Tribune's story, therefore, has 
not the support in the shape of evidence 
which we thought it had when we pub- 
lished it, and, accordingly, because we 
believe in dealing fairly and frankly 
with our readers, we withdraw it. And 
in doing so, we express regret for the 
distress which its publication during the 
present tense international situation has 
caused to 3 von Bernstorff.”’

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Lemberg Was Unimportant to 
Czar and Not German Objec- 
tive, Army Man Declares. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
* reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, June 24.—American 
military experts look uppn the German 
occupation of Lemberg not as a German 
victory but as an excellent sample of 
Russian strategy. 

One vf the best known officers in the 
United States army today discussed the 
Lemberg evacuation at length with a 
Post-Dispatch correspondent with spe- 
cial reference to the part it will play in 
the allies’ campaign. 

“When Lemberg fell Berlin heralded 
it as a great victory and the German 
people celebrated,” he said. “On its face 
it looks like a victory, and if Lemberg 
were the German objective it would be 
2. great victory, but Lemberg is not the 
German objective and the Russian evac- 
vation of the city is in reality a very 
good piece of strategy from the Russian 
standpoint. 

„In considering the war on the Rus- 
sian frontier there are several vital facts 
which must be kept constantly before 
the mind or else the layman is likely to 
lose his perspective completely. The 
fighting at Lemberg is merely incidental 
to the general program. Germany is 
confronted by two enemy lines. One of 
these, the French line, is approximately 
500 miles in length. The second, the Rus- 
sian line is approximately 1000 miles in 
length. 


Russian Army to Improve. 

Because of the fact that she had been 
preparing for this war for years Ger- 
many was in the pink of condition last 
August. With the exception of France, 
the allies were unprepared. Finally, it 
will be a war of iron and of men—these 
ere the two great elements that must be 
conserved. 

“England is short of guns, ammunition 
and men. Within a few months this 
shortage will be wiped out. Russia is 
dreadfully short of guns and ammuni- 
tion, and of trained men: Within a few 
months these weaknesses will be wiped 
out. In the case of Russia it may be the 
spring of 1916 before she is in a position 
to put a real army with modern guns 
and ammunition in the field. 

“Although it may appear to be a bit 
pedantic to state them, these facts must 
always be borne in mind in relation to 
the present war. 

For many Yeasons—because the line 
is shorter and because the victory would 
be quicker and greater—Germany at this 
time should be giving all of her atten 
tion to the French lines. She should 
break through them at all costs and de. 
stroy France, following her victory 
into Italy. 

“Likewise, the allies, operating from 
France, should make their strongest 
fight along these lines, in the hope of 
piercing Germany without delay. 

“Now the single service that Russia 
can be expected to render her allies at 
this time is to harass Germany by main- 
taining long lines and therefore compel- 
ling her to keep a great number of men 
on the Russian frontier, thereby weak- 
ening the lines against the French and 
rendering them incapable of a great of 
fensive movement. 

“Now, getting down to the Situation 
at Lemberg. When the Russians made 
their first drives into Austria and Ger- 
many they could have had little hope 
of continuing the movement indefinitely, 
because of the shortage of arms and ain- 
munition. Their only purpose was to 
embarrass the Kaiser by compelling 
him to withdraw hundreds of thousands 
of troops from the other front. 

“This he did Without delay. The Ger- 
man offensive movement was halted, 
and the German armies began to drive 
at the Russian lines. Just as soon as 
the Germans began their drives the

If Russia were the size of Germany it 
might mean much, but as & matter of 
fact Germany might continue at this 
rate all summer and yet she would be 
loser in the long run.

The Kaiser cannot do 
so, If in the retiring movement the 
Russians kill one German for every 
Russian the Germans kill the advantage 
will all be with Russia. 

“This is the general theory of the 
campaign that has been carried out in 
the Lemberg fight. Lemberg was of lit- 
tle value to the Czar. Its postoffices 
and its public squares are of no mili- 
tary value. But the German soldiers 
who were killed in the battle were of 
great value from a military standpoint 

“The question immediately arises: 
Then what must the Kaiser do before 
he can be considered as having sert 
ously defeated the Russians? 

“The answer is simple. He must de- 
stroy the Russian army by enveloping 
it in sections or he must tear it to 
pieces by shreds. As long as the Rus- 
sian commanders are capable of main- 
taining their lines and make it impos- 
sible for the Germans to break them up 
or envelop them it makes little differ- 
ence whether the battle front is 100 
miles within the Austrian frontier or 
whether it is pushed back 100 miles into 
Rassia. 8

THAT OF HER FOES 


Damage to Her Navy by That 
Weapon, Gun and Mine Twice 
That Suffered by Enemy. 


LIVERPOOL, June 24. — After 10 
months of war the losses suffered by 
the contending navies present some in- 
teresting points for speculation, the 
Journal of Commerce says. 

Summarizing the losses under types 
of vessels, Great Britain and her allies 
have been deprived of the services of 
eight battleships, 14 cruisers, four gun- 
boats, six destroyers, 10 submarines, six 
armed merchantmen and auxiliaries and 
14 other craft. 

The losses of Germany and her allies 
consist of one battleship, 23 cruisers, 15 
gunboats, 13 torpedo craft, six subma- 
rines and 20 armed merchantmen and 
auxiliaries. 

Separating the losses under the vari- 
ous causes, neglecting auxiliaries and 
armed merchantmen, the torpedo has 
destroyed 131,000 tons of allied vessels: 
the mine 50,000 tons, gunfire 27,000 tons, 
and 22,000 tons have been lost in vari- 
ous other ways. 

The German, Austrian and Turkish 
fleets have been deprived of 13,000 tons 
of war vessels by means of the tor- 
pedo, 23,000 tons by the mine, 81,000 tons 
by gunfire, and 23,000 tons from various 
other causes. 

These figures show that England and 
her allies have lost 230,000 tons of naval 
fighting material, costing approximately 
$100,000,000, while the Teuton and Turk- 
ish losses total 140,000 tons, worth about 
$60,000,000. 

The figures show that from torpedo, 
gun and mine the British and their al- 
lies have lost nearly double the tonnage 
that their opponents have lost by the 
same causes. By torpedo the British 
losses are 10 times more than those of 
the other side, which shows clearly how 
important a part that weapon plays. 


NEW: YORK TRIBUNE RETRACTS 
ITS MEYER-GERHARD STORY 


Paper Declares That It’s Informant 
Has Changed His Statement About 
Germany’s Emissary. 

NEW YORK, June 24.—The Tribune 
today prints the following editorial re- 

traction: 

“The Tribune within the last few 
days published a story to the effect that 
Meyer-Gerhard, Ambassador von Bern- 
storff's emissary to Germany, and Dr 
Alfred Meyer of the German War Of- 
fice, were one and the same man. It 
asserted that the real business of this 
joint personage in this country was the 
purchase of war munitions, though this 
purpose was cloaked by the pretense of 
representing the Red Cross philanthro- 
py. And it said that Meyer or Meyer- 
Gerhard's actiyities were carried on 
with the knowledge and co-operation of 
Ambassador von Bernstorff. 

It published the story in good faith, 
believing it to be true, and only after a 
long and conscientious investigation. 
One of the witnesses on whom it relied, 
a local agent of the Germans, has now 
given a totally different version of the 
affair from the one he gave the Trib- 
une, namely, that, instead of Dr. Alfred 
Meyer’s posing as Meyer-Gerhard, some- 
one unnamed posed as Dr. Alfred 
Mayer. 

„The Tribune’s story, therefore, has 
not the support in the shape of evidence 
which we thought it had when we pub- 
lished it, and, accordingly, because we 
believe in dealing fairly and frankly 
with our readers, we withdraw it, And 
in doing so, we express regret for the 
distress which its publication during the 
present tense international situation has 
caused to 3 von Bernstorff.

No Fissures Caused. 
The damage in the different cities is

El Centro, $750,000; Calexico, $150,000; 

Heber, 360,000; Mexicali, $50,000. At Braw- 
ley, Holtville and other smaller towns, 
the total damages is estimated at $200,- 
000 more. It is said more shocks were 
felt last night following the two dur- 
ing the day and those of Tuesday night. 
Fires started in three places last night 
but the damage from these and the later 
earthquakes were slight. No fissures 
were caused by any of the earthquakes, 
but the damaged buildings were twisted 
and crumpled. 
Ihe damage to the vast irrigation sys- 
tems in the Imperial valley which sup- 
ply 400,000 acres is considered compara- 
tively slight and will be repaired at 
once.

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CAMPBELLS AGTS 
DAY OF MURDER 


“Trusty”? Acted Strangely, They 
Testify at Inquest Into Death 
of Warden’s Wife. 


JOLIET, III., June 24.~—Important de- 
velopments in the investigation of ‘he 
murder of Mrs. Edmund Allen, wife of 
the Warden of ‘ne State Penitentiary, 
Were expected today, when the Coro- 
ner's inquest was resumed. 

Attorney William D. Heise, who is 
conducting the examination of witnesses, 
said that the inquest would be completed 
this afternoon and that a verdict might 
be expected this evening. 

Convicts were the principal witnesses 
before the jury. Their testimony was to 
the following effect: 

Campbell, one of the suspects, testi- 
fied falsely when he said he told a 
fellow convict: that Mrs. Allen is up- 
stairs; he failed to eat breakfast on 
the morning of the murder for the first 
time in the memory of the prison cook; 
he left the jail twice without apparent 
reagon except, as he testified, to look up 
at the window of Mrs, Allen's bedroom; 
he did not fetch the bottle of water 
which he said Mrs. Allen sent him for, 
he was nervous, and it was testified, 
was seen in several places which he said 
he had not visited last Sunday morn- 
ing. 

Warden Allen pianned to have a talk 
with each of the four suspected trus- 
ties alone in his private office. Allen 
believes that a sentimental appeal for 
the truth will accomplish more than 
severe cross-examinations. The Warden 
said he thought this method was the 
only one left with which to establish 
the identity of his wife’s slayer. 

The decision of Warden Allen to con- 
tinue the policy of placing every con- 
vict on his honor was accepted by the 
prisoners with grateful spirit. The men 
addressed a letter to Allen asking him 
to remain in charge of the prison. The 
appeal was signed by the 1700 convicts 
in the penitentiary. 

Deeply Affected by Letter. 

Allen was deeply affected when he re- 
ceived the letter. After reading it, he 
declared that he would not resign his 
position, and that the honor system at 
the penitentiary would be continued. 

It was not the honor system that 
killed my wife—it was one man,“ he 
said, with tears in his eyes. The hon- 
or system which we have done so much 
to build shall stand as long as I am in 
charge of the prison. My confidence i 
the boys has not been shaken. They 
have stood by me, and l'll stand by 
them. Tn find that one man. He is re 
sponsible, and he alone. The other boys 
had nothing to do with it, and they 
shall not suffer. They are men, all of 
them. They have stood by me as 1 
knew they would. Because one man has 
committed this crime the rest are not 
going to be deprived of the rights tha: 
help them to preserve their manhood." 

The finding of Mrs. Allen’s pocket- 
book containing several hundred dol- 
lars and valuable jewelry caused the 
penitentiary officials to abandon a the- 
ory that robbery might have been the 
motive of the murder. It was not known 
that the victim’s purse was missing, 
and a search for it was begun, with 
the result that the black leather pocket- 
book was found among the debris of 
the charred bedroom where Mrs. Allen’s 
body was discovered. 

Motives for Crime. 

The penitentiary. officials expressed 
the opinion that Mrs. Allen was killed 
either for revenge or as the result of 
an attack, and that one of the convicts 
under suspicion knows more about the 
crime than he has told.

Celebrates With Machine Gun. 

Seating himself astride the bicycle sad- 
dle on the machine gun’s trailer he 
swung the lean barrel of the wicked lit- 
tle weapon until its muzzle covered the 
German trenches a hundred yards away. 
Then he clapped the end of a cartridge 
carrier into the breech. 

Three rousing cheers for Schenectady 
end Syracuse,” he cried and began to 
turn the crank very much as a grocer 
grinds coffee. 

The machine gun went with a racket 
like a millions automobiles with their 
mufflers open. Flame spurted from its 
muzzle as water spurts from a fire hose. 
The blast of bullets spattered the Ger- 
man trenches. They pinged-against the 
steel plate set in the embrasures, then 
kicked up myriad spurts of yellow earth. 
They raised Cain generally. 

The Sergeant stood up grinning and 
with a grimy handkerchief wiped. away 
the perspiration and powder stains. 

J you happen to be in Schenectady,’’ 
he said vou might drop in at the Gen- 
eral Electric plant and tell the boys 
about it’’—but the sentence was never 
finished, for a shell whined low over a 
trench where we were standing and 
burst somewhere behind us with the 
roar of an exploding powder mill. 

We had disturbed the Germans’ after- 
noon siesta and their batteries were 
showing their resentment. 

“I think that perhaps I’d better be 
going,“ said I, hastily. It's getting on 
toward dinner time.“ 

“Perhaps you had,” said he regret- 
fully. And, say, when you get back 
to little old New York, would you mind 
dropping in at the Knickerbocker bar 
and having a drink for me? And,” he 
called after me, “be sure and give my 
regards to Broadway.” 

“I certainly will,“ said I. 

That is how a _ Franco-American, 
whose name I am not permitted to give 
and the number of whose regiment I 
may not disclose, and I celebrated Old 
Home week on the French firing line in 
Alsace. For all I know, there may have 
been other residents of Central New 
York over in the German trenches. If 
so, they made no effort to join our 
little reunion. Had they done so they 
would have received a warm reception. 


Goes to the Real Firing Line. 

Though almost every correspondent 
who has succeeded in getting to the 
French front has been taken with a 
vast deal of ceremony into a trench of 
some sort, those who have been per- 
mitted to visit the actual fire trenches 
could be numbered almost on the fingers 
on one hand. 


The fire or first line trench is the one 
nearest the enemy and, both from ‘t 
and against it, there is almost constant 
firing, and it is also frequently shelled. 
The difference between the second line, 
or reserve trench, and the fire trench, is 
the difference between sitting in a com- 
fortable orchestra stall and being a part 
of the show. The French ve pushed 
their trenches so close to A.:kirch that 
you can see the clock dial on the church 
spire without the aid of glasses. 

Before starting for the trenches we 
had lunch in Dannemarie or Dammer- 
kirch, as it used to be known when it 
belonged to the Germans. When I men- 
tion that I had fresh lobster, spring 
lamb, asparagus, strawberries and 
cream for 60 cents, with a bottle of na- 
tive wine thrown in, you will see that 
there is no shortage of food behind the 
French lines. 


The Germans periodically shell the 
woods in which the French trenches 
have been constructed, but it is simply 
a waste of ammunition for the men take 
refuge in subterranean shelters and re- 
main there until the shell storm ceases. 
From 12 to 20 feet below the surface and 
so stoutly roofed as to be impervious to 
the most torrential rain of high explo- 
sive shelis, these troglodyte dwellings 
are connectéd by an elaborate system 
of tunnels and passages and form what 
is virtually an underground city with 
postoffice, telegraph stations, telephone 
stations, bathing establishments, stores. 
kitchens, dining rooms, sleeping quar- 
ters, blacksmith and carpenter shops 
and most other urban conveniences. 


The trenches and passage ways are 
named like city streets, and the dugouts 
are numbered for the convenience of tho 
postman on his daily round. You can 
send almost anything to the men in the 
trenches and it will be delivered by the 
field. post with remarkable promptness. 
I knew a woman living In England who 
sent her son in the trenches a basket of

“It is,” a General commanding the 
French armics in Alsace remarked to 
me, a purely mathematical proposition. 
The German army has passed its maxi- 
mum strength and every day that the 
war lasts sees it slowly but surely di- 
minishing. The result and duration of 
the war depends, therefore, upon how 
fast we can kill off the Germans. It 
is naturally a slow business, for there 
are many of them, but as they are los- 
ing two or three men to our one, there 
can be only one end.”’ 


12,000 Shells Wound 10 Men. 
I believe that the losses incidental to 


trench warfare, at least as it is being 
conducted by the French in Alsace and 
the Vosges, have been greatly magni- 
fied. The officers commanding the po- 
sitions in front of Altxirch told me that 
during the constructions of some of the 
trenches the Germans rained 12,000 shells 
upon the French working parties, yet 
only 10 men were wounded and not one 
killed. 

A modern trench is so ingeniously 
constructed that even in the compara- 
tively rare event of a shell dropping 
squarely into it, only the men in the 
immediate vicinity—seldom more than a 
half a dozen at the most—are injured. 
The trenches of today are, in fact, what 
before the war would have been re- 
garded as permanent fortifications, and 
it is for this very reason that the war 
is, for the time being at least, in a 
deadlock. The Germans can no longer 
afford the appalling losses which would 
be entailed by a general offensive 
against the French positions, and 
though France undoubtedly has enough 
men to smash the German line, she feels 
that so terrible a sacrifice of lives would 
be unjustified when shells and patience 
will achieve the same result. 

In these trenches, which are the last 
word in the science of fortification, 
each soldier is protected by a steel 
shield about 18 inches square and paint- 
ed lead gray. In the center of this 
shield is cut an opening slightly larger 
than a playing card through which the 
soldier puts his rifle when he wishes to 
fire, and which, when not in use, is 
screened by a cloth curtain or wooden 
shutter, so that German riflemen can- 
not see and pick off anyone who may 
pass behind it. 

Bear in mind, by the way, that though 
the men on-duty in the trenches are 
permitted to snipe to their heart's con- 
tent, they must always use their rifles 
as single shooters, it being expressly 
forbidden to use the magazines which 
are always kept filled, except by order. 
One never knows when a sudden rush 
may come, and the magazines are kept 
in readiness for such an emergency. 

Bullet Bangs Against Shield. 

Cautiously applying my eye to a slit 
in one of the steel plates, I saw, perhaps 
a hundred yards away, a long, low mound 
of earth, like that thrown up from a 
sewer. excavation, and, dotting it at 
three-foot intervals, darker spots be- 


eyed riflemen watching for something at 
which to fire. Immediately in front of 
the German trench, just as in front of 
the trench in which I stood, was the 
usual barbed wire entanglements. 

Between the zones of entanglements 
stretched a field of ripening wheat 
splotched with clusters of poppies.

“Behind that tree,“ whispered the of- 
ficer beside me—for some reason they 
always seem to speak in whispers in the 
trench—‘‘is a German outpost. He 
crawis out every morning before sun- 
rise and is relieved at dark. We've 
never been able to get him.“

Trenches Six Feet Apart. 

Though in the rolling and comparative- 
y lev , regions between Dannemarie and 
altkin J. the trenches are rarely less than 
100 yards apart, on the slopes of Hart- 
mannsweiler Kopf, where we were also 
taken, they approach to within 30 feet 
of each other, while at Fontenelle the 
French and Germans are separated by 
a wall of rock only six feet through.

Any German spy would have the greatest difficulty getting into England 
‘and would experience almost as much trouble getting out. The most elaborate 
precautions have been taken by the Government to prevent the landing of 
suspicious persons. A system of espionage hhs been arranged in connection 
with arrivals and with the aid of hotel employes. 

To get into England it is absolutely essential to have a passport. This 
applies even though you may be a British subject.

Three or four of the aliens officers 
sit at the door and passengers must 
pass before them in single file. They 
have the ship's manifest and passengers 
are not ertered either in alphabetical or 
numerical order.

Passports Must Have Photographs. 
One — the officers, as you advance, 


looks at the photograph on your pass- 
port and then at the one presenting it, 
to see whother or not they correspond— 
all passports without photographs are of 
no value.

The next aliens officer begins to ask 
questions after examining a passport. 
‘You are an American? 
“How long will you remain in En- 
gland? 

“What is r business? 

Where are you going? 

„Were else do you intend going? 

“Where do you propose to stay in 
London, what hotel? 

“Will you kindly register your address 
on the blank which is handed you?” 

The blue ticket handed you is then 
stamped ‘Aliens’ Office, Liverpool,” 
with the date, and this must be present- 
ed to another aliens officer at the head 
of the gangway and to yet another at 
the bottom of the gangway as you leave 
the steamer. 


Procedure at Hotels. 
At a hotel the clerk does not push a 


register in front of you: Instead he 
hands you what is known as a “regis- 
tration blank.’’ In this you tell your na- 
tionality; the city or town, county and 
State in the United States in which you 
were born; your age; your address in 
the United States, what port you sailed 
from and at which one you arrived; 
your business and what you expect to 
do in London. 

At the bottom of the blank is a space 
which must be filled in when you leave 
the hotel. On this part of the blank 
you are to tell where you are going and 
what your address will be while there, 
and, if a foreigner, what your perma- 
nent address is. 

These blanks must all be filled in by 
the person concerned, the hotel clerks 
offering no aid whatever. The special 
inquiry division of Scotland Yard, which 
looks after arrivals, then checks up the 
blanks with the information given the 
aliens’ officers on board the steamship 
on which you came in. 

Two Registrations Necessary. 

If business calls the foreigner to any 
city in England he must register at his 
hotel that he is going to that city and 
give the name of the hotel at which he 
intends stopping. On arrival in the oth- 
er city he must register at the hotel 
he has previously named and, in addi- 
tion, go to the nearest police office and 
register there, specifying at what time 
he arrived, how long he will remain and 
his next destination. 

In the “prohibited areas,“ which mean 
those places in which munitions of war 
are made, army or naval-supplies stored, 
or that has anything to do with the 
war, visits can only be made by special 
permission from the Home Office, which 
means the Special Inquiry Division of 
Scotiand Yard. Ireland can only be vis- 
ited by special permission, and no for- 
eign correspondents are permitted to go 
there at all. Some of the newspaper 
men who went to Queenstown to report 
the torpedoing of the Lusitania were ar- 
rested there for not having received spe- 
cial permission. 

All hotel windows must be darkened 
after 9:30 p. m., for fear the lights may 
be used for signalling purposes to guide 
Zeppelins.

We believe he has the American people back of 
him on this platform. Nothing but the deliberate 
intention of Germany to continue wrongful and 
hostile acts will endanger peace.

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minimize the difficulties of a grand jury investi- 
gation into the making of false tax returns and 
the consequent evasion of the tax on vast amounts 
of St. Louis personal property. 

Punishment for disregard of tax laws which 
are themselves inequitable and even unreasonable 
does not appeal to the average grand juror’s sense 
of justice. Assessment of certain forms of credit 
is actually double assessment. To levy a 2.50 tax 
rate on a bond from which the owner derives only 
5 per cent interest is practically confiscation. 
The owner may in addition have to pay an income 
tax on the proceeds of such bond to the national 
Government. 

However, many millions of dollars’ worth of 
personal property is now taxed in this city. As 
it is certain that this constitutes only a fraction 
of the property of that sort held here, the ques- 
tion remains, Why should not the rest be taxed? 
Why should certain forms of personal property 
in some hands be taxed, while precisely the same 
forms in other hands are not taxed? 

Probably it is not as easy to do in a great city 
the work Judge Divelbiss did in rural communi- 
ties, where what each.citizen possesses is a mat- 
ter of common knowledge. But Mr. Harvey 
may remember that sources of information exist 
in cities which are not available in rural dis- 
tricts. What wealth does is more systematically 
listed in cities. The books of banks, trust com- 
panies, commercial rating institutions / contain 
precise data. The larger financial operations are 
not transacted without records that may be 
made obtainable. 

The section of the statutes imposing a duty on 
the property owner to include sworn lists of his 
possessions in the tax return includes this 
clause: 

The courts having criminal jurisdiction 
shall, at each term, give this section in charge 
of the grand jury, who shall have authority 
to examine such lists, with a view of inquir- 
ing into the correctness of such lists. 


The grand jury is specifically invested with 
authority to make this inquiry. The words, “give 
this section in charge of the grand jury,” clearly 
mean that it shall be their duty to make the 
inquiry. 

The Post-Dispatch has shown that deplorable 
conditions exist, with tax-dodging practiced on 
an extensive scale and with indisputable presump- 
tions as to false swearing. What is the remedy? 
Are no means to be employed for improvement? 

A specific duty in the matter is placed on the 
grand jury. Is this, too, to be dodged? Mr. Harvey 
suggests that it is work for the Assessor and 
Board of Equalization. Why have these officials 
done so little in the past? In this connection it 
may be pointed out that grand-juries are re- 
quired -to “make careful inquiry into the failure 
or refusal of county and municipal officers to 
do their duty as provided by law.” 

These several branches of work, made obliga- 
tory by statute, should not be neglected by the 
grand jurors. To countenance these deplorable 
conditions means that they will grow worse.

The steamer Bergensfjord, on which 
Dr Dernburg was a passenger, was 
due to arrive in Bergen today, but a 
delayed dispatch from London received 
here last night, said that the vessel had 
cash. been detained at Kirkwaal, Scotland, 
where it was understood the passen- 
Gere ans ‘crew: were Cetergeing en t- 
vestigation. 


In the absence of dispatches from Lon- 
don concerning the disposition of the

pened to Dr. Dernburg. 

All that was definitely known here 
‘was that the Bergensfjord’s voyage to 
Norway had been interrupted and that 
she had been taken into Kirkwall and 
detained there. This intelligence reached 
New York after a two days’ delay by 
the British censor. The dispatch also 
stated that the Swedish steamer Varing, 
from Savannah for Swedish ports, like- 
wise was detained by the British author- 
ities. 

In maritime circles the detention of 
the Sergensfjord, apart from the fac 
that Dr. Dernburg and his wife were 
aboard, was not regarded as of unusual 
significance. 

The Tribune quotes Dr. Dernburg as 
saying that his mission in the United 
States, though curtailed, had been suc- 
cessful. 

, “I feel that the great American pub- 
lic has been given a clearer and better 
understanding of the German cause and 
the German aims,” he said, “Germany 
at the beginning of the war was 80 iso- 
lated that the underlying motives for 
and the German viewpoint of the war 
might never have found its way out. 

My plans for the future are undeter- 
mined. Personatly I desire nothing bet- 
ter than to go to the front by the side 
of my oldest boy—a lad of 17 years, who 
is going to join the colors just as soon 
as I get back. But there may be other Clara 
things for me to do.“ 

Dr. Dernburg said that he would go 
immediately to Berlin and confer with N 
Government officials there. He positive- 
ly denied that he would carry on any 
propaganda work from any of the 
Scandinavian countries. 


MULLER SHOT IN LONDON ~ 
TOWER AS A GERMAN SPY 


Former Doston . Was Ar- 
rested With Kuepferie and Hahn; 
Courtmartial for Rosenthal. 
LONDON, June %.—F. Robert Muller. 


who, on June 4, was found guilty at the 
Old Batley Police Court of being a Ger- 


man spy, was executed in the Tower of 
Londan yesterday by shooting. 

Another alleged German spy, Robert 
Rosenthal, who is said by the police to 
have confessed that he was sent to En- 
gland by the German Admiralty to ob- 
tain information on naval matters, ia 
to be court-martisied. A brief official 
announcemen: concerning Muller and 
Rosenthal was made. 

It is presumed that Muller faced a 
firing squad in the yard of the Tower 
of London, at dawn, as did Carl Hane 
Lody, who was executed last Novem- 
ber after he had been convicted of spy- 
ing. 


Muller was arrested some time ago, 
with Anton Kuepferle and a man named 
Hahn. The three were accused of send- 
ing military information. to Germany by 
means of invisible ink. Muller and Hahn 
were convicted, and Muller was gen- 
tenced to death, while Hahn was sen- | Gusta 
tenced to seven years penal servitude. 
} | Kuepferle killed himself when his trial 
was in progress. 

Muller once lived in Boston, where he 
was in the rubber business, and moved 
in good social circles. He claimed to be 
a naturaljzed Britisher. His father was 
a German and his mother a Scotch
